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Disc plan to end 
city parking row

A SOLUTION to Ely’s “comp¬ 
letely illogical” parking system 
could be just around the corner. 

Liberal Democrats on East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council are 
calling on the authority to introduce 
a new disc display scheme for 
residents. 

The idea comes more than a year after 
desperate homeowners in the city lost their 
battle for town centre parking permits. 

As a result, car owners living in narrow city 
centre streets are forced to use the car parks 
in Ship Lane and Barton Road as there are no 
on-street parking bays near their homes. 

They are also forced to move their cars 
numerous times during the day, as they run 
the risk of being fined if they are found 
parking in the car parks before 8.30am. 

Calls for the disc scheme come after the 
district council introduced a new business 
parking permit scheme, giving priority to 
employees entering the city each day - a 
move that has been branded “discrimin¬ 
atory” against those who live in the city 

But Lib Dem Cllr Robert Stevens, who 
represents Bottisham ward, believes discs 
would solve the problem. 

He said: “To refuse permits to residents 
who do not have any parking space on their 
property and parking restrictions outside 
them is discriminatory.

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Fine for man who put 
car park on wash site

A MAN who harmed a 
precious wildlife habitat 
by building a car park 
on it has been ordered 
to repair the damage. 

Andrew Lawrence will also 
have to pay £1,000 costs after 
he carried out the work on the 
Cam Washes, a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest, near Wick- 
en. 

Lawrence pleaded guilty to 
five offences at Ely Magi¬ 
strates’ Court relating to the 
construction of a 180-metre 
hardcore track, creation of a 
car park and destruction of a 
wetland area which supports 
ground nesting birds. 

In addition to the costs and 
site restoration requirement, 
which must be carried out at 
Lawrence’s expense, magi¬ 
strates also made him subject 
to a 12-month conditional 
discharge order. 

Tim Hill, Natural England’s 
director of regulatory services 
and access, welcomed the 
ruling. 

He said: “We are always 
disappointed by having to 
bring prosecutions as it 
means that some of England’s 
most important wildlife has 
already been lost or damaged. 

“We are pleased the dam¬ 
age to this precious habitat 
will be put right and we 
would expect that any ad¬ 
verse impact on bird survival 
will be reduced as a con¬ 
sequence. 

“We always try to maintain 
positive partnerships with 
owners and occupiers, but we 
will prosecute when nec¬ 
essary.” 

The Cam Washes are nat¬ 
ionally important for the 
numbers and diversity of 
breeding wildfowl and wad¬ 
ing birds that call it home, 
including snipe, redshank 
and teal. 

They are the third largest 
area of wash land remaining 
in Cambridgeshire.

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Council leader rejects parking discs proposal

“It means people are 
pointlessly moving their cars 
between 8.30am and 9.30am, 
and pointlessly back again 
later. With discs, they could 
place them on their dash¬ 
boards between these times 
and remove them later on. 

“It would prove that they are 
not commuters and would 
dispense with having to move 
their cars. It would also save 
them time and fuel and reduce 
congestion and pollution.” 

Deputy leader of the East 
Cambridgeshire Lib Dem 
group, Cllr Ian Allen, added: 


“Residents have been strugg¬ 
ling with this for such a long 
while but nothing is being 
done. 

“We could charge people to 
have the discs, which could be 
coloured and have people’s 
addresses on. 

“This would identify them as 
a resident and get rid of the 
current system, which quite 
frankly is completely illogical. 

“Not only does it favour 
businesses and shoppers over 
Ely’s residents, it could be so 
simply solved.” 

But the district council’s 
chairman of environment and 


transport committee did not 
believe discs were even an 
option. 

Cllr Tony Parramint, Con¬ 
servative, said: “I do not want to 
comment on this much but 
what I will say is that the idea of 
discs is just jumping the gun. 

“Parking is a contentious 
issue which needs solving 
properly, which is what the 
district council is seeking to 
do.” 

Cllr Fred Brown, council 
leader, added: “I would never 
consider discs - permits are the 
answer. 

“We are consulting on the 


idea of permits and are 
currently going through civil 
parking enforcement proc¬ 
edures. It is a long process but 
there will be a solution. 

“That solution will not be a 
dreamed up idea like discs, 
which would not help anyone.”

Teen’s swift actions 
help save man’s life 


A CHETTISHAM teen¬ 
ager has been hailed as a 
life-saver after resusci¬ 
tating a pensioner who 
collapsed at Cambridge 
rail station. 

Sixteen-year-old Jodi Page 
was on her way to Long Road 
Sixth Form College with friends 
when she stopped to help a 65- 
year-old man who had collap¬ 
sed and stopped breathing 
while waiting at the station’s 
taxi rank. 

As panicked commuters 
called for help, the schoolgirl 
took charge and used her first 
aid training to administer CPR 
to the man. 

Jodi, who learned her skills 
during her four years as an 
Army Cadet, said: “Everyone 
was really shocked when he 
collapsed, but I said I knew first

aid and could help. 

“I checked to see if he was 
breathing and he wasn’t, so I 
began CPR. I had to take out his 
false teeth before I began and I 
used a special resuscitation 
shield, which I carry in my 
purse, to cover his lips. 

“He started breathing after a 
while, but he was still uncon¬ 
scious, so I put him in the rec¬ 
overy position. 

“The station staff also 
brought me a first aid kit and I 
bandaged a cut on the man’s 
neck. They had a defibrillator, 
but we didn’t need it and then 
the ambulance staff arrived. 

“Once I had finished I burst 
into tears, but when I was 
doing it I was very calm and 
was in my ‘first aid mode’.”

Ambulance staff confirmed 
the man regained conscious¬ 
ness in the ambulance as he 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, where he is expected 
to make a full recovery. 

Paramedic Bob Brotchie said: 


“Swift intervention is absolutely 
key to saving lives when people 
have suffered a devastating 
collapse. 

“This young lady's actions 
may have proved the difference 
between life and death. 

“Sometimes people simply 
look on because they don’t 
know what to do, but this 
woman had the skills and she 
was able to help.” 

It is the second time that Jodi 
has put her first aid skills to 
good use. She also climbed into 
the wreckage of car, near Leic¬ 
ester, to help a woman follow¬ 
ing a road traffic accident in 
2007. 

Her staff sergeant, Kay Storey, 
from the Ely detachment of 
Cambridgeshire Army Cadets, 
said: “It’s excellent that those 
hours of training have made a 
difference and helped to save a 
life.” 
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Travellers set up camp 
in grounds of ex-hotel

TRAVELLERS have set up 
camp in the grounds of 
an abandoned hotel. 

About five caravans and 
trailers have been pitched at 
the back of the old Soham 
Lodge Hotel building, just off 
the A142. 

The travellers appear to have 
weaved their way around some 
huge mud piles which were 
put there to stop people tres¬ 
passing. 

But they could be living on 
the run-down site for a while, 
as it is down to the landowner 
to move them on, not any local 
authority. 

Their presence has sparked 
outrage from some Weekly 
News readers. 

Christine Ford, who comm¬ 
utes into Ely along the A142 
every day, said: “I noticed 
caravans had been moved on 
to the site when driving into 
work. 

“I think they should be mov¬ 
ed on immediately - it is not a 
good image for the area and no 
doubt there will be a lot of 
rubbish left on the site. 

“If they are allowed to stay

for a while, they will attract 
more travellers.” 

A Soham resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“They should be evicted from 
the hotel site immediately.” 

But both East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council and 
Soham Town Council said 
moving the travellers on was 
not their responsibility. 

A district council spokesman 


said: “We are aware of the 
travellers who have moved 
onto the site and our traveller 
liaison officer has visited the 
group. 

“They have been provided 
with refuse sacks and the 
officer discussed with them 
when they would be moving 
on. 

“The site is privately owned 
and as such, it will be for the 


landowner to take any action 
necessary to get this group to 
move off the land.” 

A town council spokes¬ 
woman added: “We are aware 
of the situation but there is 
nothing we can do.” 

The former hotel, which is 
currently empty, is owned by 
David Lidford, who was un¬ 
available for comment. 

The hotel became the centre 


of attention in February 2008 
when police launched an 
investigation into an allegation 
of fraud against a former 
employee. The hotel then 
closed down in March. 


Family flee 
from fridge 
fire drama 

A FAMILY had a lucky 
escape after their fridge 
freezer caught fire. 

A man, a woman and 
two children were sleep¬ 
ing in their house in 
Clover Field Drive, Soh¬ 
am, at the time of the 
blaze last Thursday. 

The man woke up to 
hear cracking just before 
lam, went downstairs to 
investigate and dis¬ 
covered the fridge freez¬ 
er on fire. 

The whole house was 
also smoke logged. 

Luckily, the man man¬ 
aged to get everyone out 
of the house and imm¬ 
ediately dialled 999. 

Two fire crews from 
Soham attended the 
scene and extinguished 
the blaze using one hose 
reel jet. 

The fridge freezer had 
been damaged by fire 
and the cause is being 
treated as accidental. 

Richard Powell, watch 
manager at Soham Fire 
Station, said: “Although 
there was a smoke alarm 
in the property it was 
located in the wrong 
place and so failed to 
sound. 

“We would advise 
anyone fitting a smoke 
alarm to contact their 
local fire station for 
advice on where to 
locate it.”

Teen is fined over booze 
and drug-fuelled tirade 


A DRUNKEN teenager who 
shoulder-barged a police offi¬ 
cer has appeared before court. 

Dominic Hutter also hurled foul 
insults at the officer and called him a 
“pig” during the booze-fuelled fracas 
in Stretham. 

The abuse against the officer 
started when the 19-year-old got 
involved in an incident that did not 
involve him. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, said: 
“Police were called to The Red Lion 
public house in Stretham at about 
2.40am on June 13. 

“Officers were dealing with another 
matter when a large group of people 
appeared out the back of die pub and 
began to interfere with what was 
going on. 

“They were using horrendous 
language continuously and Dominic 
was one of the main offenders. Every 
swear word imaginable was used and 
police could also smell cannabis.” 

Dominic’s brother Sebastian then 
ran from the scene, which is when 
officers gave chase and grabbed him. 

Mrs Sassoli added: “Dominic 
shoulder-barged an officer and ran 
after the officers who were chasing his 
brother. 

“When the police grabbed hold of 
Sebastian, Dominic then got in

between them and tried to prize them 
off his brother. He was extremely 
aggressive and intimidating.” 

Officers tried to give Hutter a fixed 
penalty notice for his behaviour but 
the teenager swore again and refused. 

Appearing at Ely Magistrates’ Court, 
he pleaded guilty to using threatening 
words/behaviour to cause harass¬ 
ment, alarm or distress. 

The bench heard when interviewed 
the morning after the incident, he told 
police he had been drinking alcohol 
and smoked “two joints”. 

Mrs Sassoli added: “He told officers 
cannabis chills him out and that he 
was only swearing because that is how 
he usually communicates.” 

Unrepresented in court, Hutter, of 
Stretham’s Top Street, said: “I think 
that night the police took everything 
way too seriously. I know what I did 
was unacceptable but at the end of 
the day, I was just one of a large group 
of people and I feel I have been 
singled out.” 

Rev Michael Matthews, presiding 
magistrate, fined Hutter £150 for his 
behaviour. He was also ordered to pay 
£95 costs.

Life-changing work for Scouts 


ELY Scouts who helped to 
raise £125,000 for a poor 
African town have been 
nominated for a 
prestigious youth award. 

Josh Lucas and Ben Groom 
were among 48 volunteers, 
mainly consisting of 15 to 20- 
year-old Explorer Scouts from 
across Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire, who went to 
Hohoe in Ghana, west Africa, last 
summer to build a community 
centre after fundraising and 
training for more than a year. 

The pair, along with 12 other 


young volunteers from the group, 
have been nominated for a Young 
People of the Year (Yopey) award. 

Before embarking on their 
adventure, Josh, of The Orchards, 
Witcham, and Ben, of High 
Street, Sutton, were each set a 
fundraising target of £2,500 to 
cover the cost of the trip and 
building materials for die centre, 
which will also act as a base for 
African Scouts. 

They attended several training 
weekends to learn bricklaying 
and cooking using earth ovens, 
and also picked up tips on health 
and hygiene. 


Josh initially thought the 
£2,500 target was “a small 
mountain to climb”. 

“But I was lucky enough to 
organise a large bag pack in 
Waitrose, which allowed me to 
raise nearly £2,000,” he said. “On 
top of this I did some summer 
work to raise money as well as 
various smaller things such as 
cake stalls.” 

Josh said the experience was 
“brilliant”. He said: “It was 
amazing. I didn’t come back 
thinking I could single-handedly 
tackle world poverty. But it did 
change my life in lots of litde 


ways that I hope make me a 
better person.” 

Ben, 16, said he did not fully 
appreciate what he had achieved 
until he and the other Scouts 
were preparing to leave Ghana. 

He said: “Although there was 
an element of sadness that we 
would not use the structure that 
we had built, the fact that we had 
given this to the Ghanaians and 
completed the project on target 
was so satisfying.” 

The Scouts also donated 
computers to local schools.

give to others and are positive 
role. 

The awards, which have won

Government and Politics is 
the latest addition to the 
school’s 29 AS and A level 
subjects available to sixth- 
formers. 

Also open to students from 
the City of Ely Community 
College, the subject will be 
taught via a series of seminars. 

Mr Balfe, who has served as 
an MEP for 25 years, was 
invited by lane Thomas, the 
school’s gifted and talented 


co-ordinator, to help promote 
the increasingly-popular 
school subject. 

The former Tory MEP, who 
retired at the age of 60 in 2004, 
was appointed by David Cam¬ 
eron last year as the Con¬ 
servative party’s envoy to 
trade union support. 

From 1979 to 2001 he rep¬ 
resented Labour as its longest 
serving MEP but was expelled 
in 2002 after defying the lead¬ 
ership’s instructions. 

Mr Balfe continues to be 
chairman of the MEP Pension 
Fund and in fanuary this year 
became a director of the 
Centre European Research 
Nucleaire. 


Talks held over 
fatal dose case 


DETECTIVES have met German 
officials to discuss the case of 
David Gray, who died after a 
doctor gave him an overdose. 

Police officers and prosecutors from 
Cambridgeshire Crown Prosecution 
Services (CPS) met representatives from 
the German Court Authority at the 
International Court of Human Rights in 
The Hague last week. 

Mr Gray, 70, of Manea, died after being 
given a dose of diamorphine 10 times 
above the recommended dose by Ger¬ 
man-registered doctor Daniel Ubani. 

Ubani was prosecuted in Germany for 
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causing death by negligence and given a 
suspended prison term. 

The meeting was organised by the 
European Union’s fudicial Co-operation 
Unit. 

Police said it gave them a chance to 
“highlight the impact this case had on Mr 
Gray’s family, and the CPS could 
determine fully the circumstances that 
pertain to this case”. 

Dr Ubani worked for out-of-hours GP 
services provided by Take Care Now 
(TCN) in five primary care trust areas.

children’s cancer care 
charity CLIC Sargent, 
despite struggles against 
tumours in his leg and 
lung that left him 
confined to a wheelchair 
at times. 

Tributes poured in from 
those Liam had met 
during his fundraising 
campaign, including Sir 
Richard Branson and 
Gordon Brown. 

Mr Brown presented 
Liam with a Diana Award 


for bravery in 2007 and 
later praised him in a 
speech to the Labour 
Party conference. 

The Prime Minister, 
who kept in touch with 
Liam, said in a statement 
to the Weekly News: “Liam 
was a courageous young 
man who showed 
immense bravery in the 
face of his illness. It was a 
privilege to meet him - his 
dedication as a fundraiser 
was an encouragement to 
us all and I am very proud 
of what Liam achieved. 

“His courage will be a 
continuing inspiration to

all those that knew him. 
My thoughts are with his 
family at this sad time.” 

Liam leaves his mother 
and father, Sarah and 
Mark, and his brother, 
Callum. 

The family said in a 
statement: “Liam was a 
light that shone in our 
lives and stood as a 
beacon of hope, courage 
and inspiration to so 
many people. The legacy 
he leaves behind will far 
outweigh the grief and 
emptiness we feel at this 
time. We would like to 
take this opportunity to 
thank everyone for the 
support they have shown 
our family over the last 
four years.” 

Among the fruits of 
Liam’s campaign for CLIC 
Sargent is a holiday home 
in Yorkshire, which allows 
families whose children 
have cancer to take a 
break together. 

Liam, who underwent 
chemotherapy, 
radiotherapy and surgery 
at Addenbrooke’s, began 
his fundraising in 
December 2006 when his 
best friend and fellow 
cancer sufferer Jack 
Wilkinson died at the age 
of 12. 

His fundraising 
achievements earned him 
the titles Child of Courage 
at the Pride of Britain 
Awards, Britain’s Kindest 
Kid in a Five News/ 
Charities Aid Foundation

competition, and Most 
Courageous Child at the 
Cambridge News 
Community Awards. 

Liam’s fellow pupils at 
Soham Village College 
were told the news at a 
special school assembly 
last week. Dr Carin Taylor, 
school principal, praised 
Liam’s “thoughtfulness 
and care for others”. She 
said: “His courage and 
tenacity were 
extraordinary.” 

The college will hold a 
memorial service later and 
could create a permanent 
tribute. 

CLIC Sargent hailed his 
fundraising as a 
“continuing inspiration”. 

Dr Mary Archer, 
chairman of 
Addenbrooke’s, praised 
Liam, a member of the 
hospital’s young people’s 
board, for his ideas on 


facilities at a new 
Cambridge children’s 
hospital. She added: “He 
faced his illness with 
immense personal 
courage.” 


In December 2006, Liam 
started his fundraising 
with a mile-long 
sponsored swim - despite 
a synovial sarcoma in his 
leg preventing him from

walking that distance. 

He then persuaded a 
panel of millionaires, 
including Lord Archer and 
Duncan Bannatyne, to 
donate more than £50,000 
to fund a CLIC Sargent 
holiday home on the ITV 
show Fortune: The Million 
Pound Giveaway. 

Having overcome the 
tumour in his leg, Liam 
was diagnosed with lung 
cancer in March 2007. He 
responded by immediately 
setting a fundraising target 
of £100,000. 

Liam later met Princes 
William and Harry 
following his Diana Award, 
as well as being invited to 
the home of Prof Stephen 
Hawking. 

Liam smashed his 
£100,000 target in July 
2007. In October 2008, he 
was given a Child of 
Courage Award, presented 
by Sir Richard Branson 
and Rebecca Adlington, at 
the Pride of Britain Awards 
in London. 

A Facebook group in 
memory of Liam called 
“R.I.P Liam Fairhurst - A 
True Hero” has been set 
up. It already has more 
than 1,000 members. 

And friends are already 
organising a sponsored 
run in his memory from 
one end of Soham to the 
other, in aid of CLIC 
Sargent. 



Dr Carin Taylor, principal of 
Soham Village College, said: 
“Our thoughts and prayers are 
with Liam’s family. We stand 
by them in their grief and share 
some of their enormous pride 
in Liam. It was a privilege to 
have known Liam and to have 
been a beneficiary of the 
inspiration and generosity that 
he brought to those around 
him. We expect to hold a 
memorial service later in the 
year and that we will seek, 
with Liam’s parents and 
brother, a permanent focus in 
school as a celebration of 
Liam’s rich life. 

“Liam had fought his cancer 
since he was in Year 5 and 
had many victories along the 
way, frequently confounding 
his doctors and family with his 
capacity to bounce back from 
difficulties. His courage and 
tenacity were extraordinary. 

“I have always been struck by 
Liam’s thoughtfulness and 
care for others. Despite his 
illness and personal worries, 
he was always more 
concerned about the wellbeing 
of his family and of his friends. 
“One expression of that 
concern was manifest in the 
remarkable fundraising that 
Liam led for CLIC Sargent, in 
memory of a young friend of 
his who died of cancer a few 
years earlier. The huge sums 
raised led to TV appearances, 
awards and meetings with 
celebrities. But Liam always 
kept his feet on the ground and 
was frequently in school, in full 
uniform, even when he was 
quite unwell just a few weeks 
ago. 

“Liam and the school 
community were very close. 
There was a special assembly 
for Year 9 at which I, the heads 
of year, and one of Liam’s best 
friends spoke. We were able to 
reflect upon Liam’s remarkable 
life, to acknowledge that there 
will be sadness and grief and 
to affirm that Liam would have 
wanted us all to remember 
him with a smile.” 


Sir Richard Branson said: 
“Liam was an incredible young 
man who achieved so much in 
his short 14 years on this 
earth. I’ll never forget meeting 
him - nor will the many people 
he helped through his amazing 
fundraising for CLIC Sargent. 

“I am so deeply saddened for 
Liam’s family but I know that 
through their grief they must 
also be unbelievably proud of 
him. Liam truly was a Child of 
Courage and has left the most 
incredible legacy through all 
the good works he did for 
young people just like him.”

It will take place at Newmarket Catholic 
Church from noon and his family have 
asked for all who attend to wear bright 
colours rather than black. 

Ruth Bowen, of Clic Sargent, the charity 
Liam spent his final years raising more 
than £320,000 for, spoke on behalf of his 
family. 

She said: “The family have asked that 


people wear bright colours rather than 
black, even if it is just bright socks. 

“The Fairhursts have also requested 
family flowers only.

D AVID Gray has had a 
long day. Most 
musicians view contract- 
fulfilling promotional work as, 
at best, a chore and, at worst, 
a Faustian pact with the devil. 

So it doesn’t bode well that, by the 
time The Guide catches up with him in 
the late afternoon, Gray has already 
spent several hours picking over the 
bones of his story (to wit: struggling 
singer-songwriter spends years trying 
to catch a break, is dropped by record 
label, funds own last-throw-of-the- 
dice album, sells a gazillion copies and 
becomes rich, famous and more than 
a little confused) with newspapers and 
radio stations. 

“I’ve just described it to the 
Swindon Advertiser as like a 
steeplechase, and I saw their interview 
as the water jump,” he says. “So now 
I’m coming round the final bend, Steve 
Ovett fashion. Coe is on the inside, 
and I’m going to take him.” 

Fortunately, if the man The Sun 
once dubbed “Britain’s real pop star” 
(whatever that means) is feeling the 
strain, he isn’t letting it show. 

The reason for our chat is his 
forthcoming appearance at Thetford 
as part of the Forestry Commission’s 
annual summer music programme - 
something he admits will be a new 
experience. 

“I’ve played in close proximity to 
trees and vegetation,” he says drolly, 
“but I don’t think I can officially say 
that I have played in a forest. I go past 
Thetford all the time because I’ve got a 
little tiny holiday place up in Norfolk. 
But I’ve never lingered there ... I’ve 
been to the Little Chef on the 
roundabout near Mildenhall, but that’s 
about as close as I’ve got.” 

By his own admission, the 
extraordinary success that followed 
the release of 1999’s White Ladder 
(six million sales and counting) is 
something that’s taken “a good 
decade to digest”. 

“The whole White Ladder story is 
like a fairytale that sounds less real 
when I think about it and talk about it,” 
he says. “It was an incredible thing 
that happened. It was magical - a 
transformation of life, and it’s taken a 


long time to get my head round it, to 
accept it. The world kisses you right 
on the lips and gives you more than 
you could have ever dreamed of; in a 
moment of total exhilaration and 
vindication, you’re given the keys to 
the world. It’s a lotto comprehend and 
it blows a lot of fuses. 

“But I feel free of the far-reaching 
shadow of White Ladder at this 
particular point in time. I’m enjoying 
life - I’m more present in life and in 
music than I think I’ve ever been.” 

But that hasn’t stopped some 
people trying to lump the 41 -year-old 
in with the sort of bland, homogenised 
“Tesco rock” peddled by the likes of 
James Blunt, Dido and Travis. 

“My new record [Draw The Line, 
due in September] will end that 
conversation,” he says. 

Intriguingly, Gray seems just as 
nonplussed by the bouquets as the 
brickbats, describing his two Ivor 
Novello Awards (for breakthrough 
single Babylon and The Other Side, 
from White Ladder’s downbeat follow¬ 


up, A New Day At Midnight) as 
“something a load of people in a room 
decided to give me”. Not that he has 
any plans to get rid of them: “I use 
them on the bookshelves to hold the 
big books up. They’re very heavy.” 

The finishing line is in sight. But 
before he goes, I have to ask: What/s 
it with the whole wobbly head thing? 

“I’ve got this far, but I suppose at 
any moment I could just collapse on 
stage. I’m walking a tightrope. People 
don’t appreciate that.” 

And on that sobering note, we say: 
Thank you David Gray - you’re free to 
go. 

“Thanks, that was good. I think I 
took Coe with the last gag there, so 
I’m delighted. The tape is feeling good 
across the chest.”

Match colours to 
your personality 


HAVE you ever thought 
about what your favourite 
garden colours say about 
your personality? 

Celebrity plantsman Chris 
Collins and TV fashion expert 
Mark Heyes have teamed up 
with the Horticultural Trades 
Association to find out how 
plant colours can affect your 
moods, and how to match 
colour schemes with your 
personality. 

Some 80 per cent of people 
admit their moods are positively 
affected when surrounded by 
colourful plants, according to 
research from PlantforLife, an 
HTA initiative which aims to 
help people get the most out of 
their garden. 

Yet more than a fifth wished 
they could be braver and have 
the confidence to experiment 
with colour. 

“Planting hot colours creates 
an exciting and intense mood, 
while opting to plant cooler 
colours can radiate feelings of 
restfulness and calm,” explains 
Blue Peter gardener Collins. 

Most people think colour is 
important in the garden, yet 76 
per cent of people don’t think 
about the way in which colours 
can work together or about the 
colours they are planting, the 
research found. 

PlantforLife has produced 
Colour Me, Colour My Garden - a 
guide that matches personalities 
with colours. It applies concepts 
and ideas used in fashion and 
colour-consulting to the garden 
so that people can create one 
using colours that reflect them.

Find out which personality 
you are: 

■ Romantic: You love life and 
see the good in everything. 
Swaying towards pinks and 
pastels, creams and ivories. Your 
palette might include the shrub 
fuchsia “Tom Thumb”, which 
flowers throughout the summer 
in a sunny border and looks 
good surrounded by pink roses 
or poet’s jasmine (Jasmine 
officinale). 

Other choices for the 
romantic could include 
Magnolia grandiflora “Exmouth”, 
an impressive cream-flowered 
shrub, underplanted with 
bluebells. 

■ Vivacious: You are confident 
and bubbly. You like bold 
colours including azure, 
tangerine, coral and cobalt blue. 
Suitable plantings would be 
French marigold (Tagetes “Safari 
Tangerine”) with zebra grass or 
plantain lily, and Grace Ward 
(Lithodora diffusa), an 
evergreen which produces 
masses of bright blue flowers in 
summer and is perfect 
cascading over walls, planted

near Anemone hupehensis 
“September Charm”, which 
produces soft pink flowers in late 
summer, and sea holly with its 
blue hues. 

■ Mysterious: You lean towards 
deep reds and aubergines, 
metallics and splashes of vibrant 
purple. Good plantings for you 
might include the rich blue 
perennial Delphinium “Blue 
Nile” with the lantern tree 
(Crinodendron hookerianum), 
an evergreen shrub which has 
dark, glossy green leaves and red 
flowers hanging from its 
branches. The blues of viola and 
larkspur would also suit your 
colour palette, along with the 
silver-grey foliage of mugwort 
(Artemisia “Powys Castle”) and 
the reddish purple hues of the 
smoke bush (Cotinus “Grace”). 

■ Sultry: Your favourite colour is 
black but you also like subtle, 
soft shades of charcoal and stony 
taupes. There will be statement 
colours such as red to add 
pizzazz to your planting 
schemes. Good choices for you 
include lilyturf (Ophiopogon 
planiscapus “Nigrescens”), 
known for its grass-like black 
leaves in the summer, lilac 
flowers and black fruits, 
providing stunning colour 
contrast with the annual Scotch 
marigold (calendula), with its 
dark orange, daisy-like flowers, 
which needs full sun to be at its 
best. A Japanese maple (Acer 
palmatum) such as “Bloodgood” 
may also feature in the sultry 
personality’s garden scheme, 
with its deep red leaves which 
turn a brilliant red in the 
autumn. Don’t plant it in direct 
sunlight as the leaves burn easily.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cosmos 

These pretty annuals are 
simple to grow from seed and 
provide masses of saucer-sized 
daisy-like flowers above feathery 
foliage in summer, acting as 
terrific fillers in borders and 
making great cut flowers. 

They come in many colours, 
from white to pink and red, and 
can grow to around 6ft (J.8m) so 
many types need staking. 

There’s also, of course, the 
now-famous Cosmos 
atrosanguineus, a chocolate- 
scented, bronze-flowered tender 
perennial which is often grown 
in borders alongside deep red 
dahlias and sizzling orange 
crocosmias. 

Cosmos prefer moist but well- 
drained soil in full sun. Regular 
deadheading will promote a 
longer flowering season, which 
can last from June to October. 
Good choices include “Gazebo 
Mixed”, featuring large blooms in 
velvet red, rose-pink and pure 
white, Cosmos bipinnatus 
“Dazzler” (carmine). Lookout 
for Cosmos “Chocamocha”, a 
new compact form of chocolate 
cosmos.

Super superminis on way 



A RASH of new 
superminis will soon 
be hopping across the 
Channel from France. 

Citroen, Peugeot and 
Renault all have their 
sights on a bigger slice of 
Britain’s small-car market, 
where sales growth is on 
the up despite the 
recession. 

That’s due to several 
factors: motorists are 
downsizing to save cash; 
the £2,000 old-for-new 
scrappage incentive is 
favouring superminis; and 
the demand for greener, 
more eco-friendly wheels 
also does diminutive-drive 
sales a power of good. 

Citroen will be playing

for those high stakes with 
its new C3, a completely 
redesigned version of its 
bestselling predecessor, 
when it arrives here early 
next year. 

The C3 has been good 
for Citroen, selling two 
million globally. The latest 
model retains the compact 
exterior look, with the 
addition of a unique 
Zenith windscreen, which, 
says the firm, “flows 
dramatically up and over 
the heads of the front 
occupants”. 

That innovative new 
screen is framed by slim 
side pillars, to both 
improve forward vision 
and create the impression 
of greater cabin space. 

Citroen’s use of high- 
quality interior materials 
points towards a classier, 
more refined cabin - 
there’s even an integrated 
air-freshener.

IT’S rare for something 
claiming to be capable of 
keeping up with Porsche 
911s to be able to leave 
you unruffled after an 
enthusiastic bit of 
driving, but that’s 
exactly what faguar’s 
XKR can do, writes Iain 
Dooley. 

In this latest iteration, the 
long, sleek coupe continues 
the family tradition - 
hushed ride, plush cabin, 
serene driving experience - 
yet has also been given more 
of an edge in a bid to satisfy 
customers new to the brand. 

The R cars have always 
been quick, but for some the 
bias has been too far to the 
comfort end of the scale. 
Keen to attract a greater 


number of more youthful 
owners, the XKR’s 
appearance has beefed up a 
little. It’s still an XK at heart 
but it’s now more obvious 
than ever that faguar’s 
flagship coupe is capable of 
some serious performance. 

If you want to know the 
full story you’ve got to lift 
the bonnet. Key to this car’s 
newfound edge is the 5.0- 
litre V8 sitting in the nose. 
More powerful than the old 
V8, it’s also cleaner and 
more efficient, which is 
good news if you’re paying 
the fuel bill. The numbers 
are interesting to say the 
least: 510 horsepower, 
4611b/ft of torque, zero to 
60mph in 4.6 seconds and a 
limited top speed of 
155mph. 

It’s also 
good news 
when you’re 
behind the 
wheel. The 
smooth, 
refined

Sitting in the refined 
quarters of the car’s cosy 
cabin, surrounded by lots of 
sumptuous leather and 
genuine, tasteful wood trim, 
the country club ambience 
is shattered when you hit the 
throttle. 

Let’s be clear about one 
thing, though; this is no 
bucking bronco-style 
experience even with all that 
power and torque flooding 
to the rear wheels. In true 
faguar fashion, decorum is 
maintained at all times, only 
now everything happens 
quickly - really quickly. 

And you couldn’t ask for a 
better soundtrack to 
accompany your every 
move. The deep, rumbling 
exhaust note that follows 
you around when you’re 
driving, ahem, 

enthusiastically, is a world 
apart from the metallic rasp 
of a Porsche 911 or the 
scream of a Ferrari F430. 

For all the fuss made 
about who owns what in the 
motor industry in recent 
years, there’s no mistaking a 
powerful faguar when one 
passes you on the road. The 
XKR has no problem making 
its presence felt, and in a 
perverse way there’s a 
certain amount of 
satisfaction to be had from 
listening to the car’s engine 


and exhaust note when 
you’re cruising along your 
favourite B-road. 

It’s also satisfying to learn 
that the XKR is no boulevard 
cruiser, either. Well, in one 
way it is because you’re 
guaranteed to turn heads 
when in cruise mode. But in 
another way it’s no soft 
touch; the steering is direct 
and accurate, the six-speed 
auto gearbox is predictable 
and behaves as you’d expect 
it to, the brakes are race-car 
strong and the ride is 
perfectly adapts to the 
prevailing conditions. In 
short the XKR is a fully 
sorted, rounded yet potent 
tool for the keen driver. 

What’s also good about 
the XKR is the realisation 
that there’s no hint of a 
compromise. You’ve got this 


fantastically powerful car at 
your disposal but it never 
feels like it’s ready to leap 
forward with every brush of 
the throttle pedal. It might 
be a cliche but the car does 
behave like a pussycat 
around town, and there’s 
enough room in the boot for 
more than the stereotype 
golf bag. 

Basically 

With a cabin as plush as an 
Xf, all the creature comforts 
you could imagine - touch 
screen satnav, powerful 
audio unit, excellent climate 
control, fully adjustable 
seats, electric everything - 
and impressively compliant 
ride at odds with the car’s 
massive alloy wheels, the 
XKR is British performance 
coupe for the 21st century.

After having their opponents 2 for 2, 
Wilburton could not force victory as 
they slipped to a seven-run defeat 
against St Ives II in 2A.

despite five batsmen managing double¬ 
figure scores. 

Fenstanton struggled to handle a 
lively wicket at City of Ely II in 3A, 
although Brett Logue hit 33 not out to 
steer them from 65 for 7 to 111 all out. 

Logue also shone in the field, with a 
catch to add to three wickets in five 
balls, but hopes of an away victory were 
dashed as Ely reached 114 for 5. 

In 4A, Chatteris II failed to put away a 
weakened Somersham II side. 

A high standard of bowling and 
fielding led by John Manning (4 for 15) 
restricted the visitors to 110. 

In reply, Luke Robinson opened 
Somersham’s account with 24 off the 
first two overs on his way to 56 not out 
to seal a comprehensive 10-wicket 
triumph.
